As winter approaches and heating 
bills increase, the thoughts of many will 
be turning toward how to afford this 
expanding expense. 

Last year low income residents of 
Michigan found there were a variety of 
possibilities to help ease the crunch of 


-winter costs. This year residents will 


still find a variety, but due to some 
confusion by local agencies and lack of 
information from Lansing, needs may 
take a little longer to get resolved. 

The programs for heating assistance 
were handled under the Labor Depart- 
ment last year, with the Department of 
Human Services handling the program 
locally with the assistance of the 
Department of Social Services. ® « 

-This year the program has been 
switched from the Labor Department 
and will be handled by the Depart- 
ment of Social Services, with possible 
assistance from the Department of 
Human Services. 

-In making calls to determine the 
types of help available, there were 
many referrals from one agency to 
another and from one individual to 
another. 

Several of the existing programs have 
not only changed departments, but they 
have changed guidelines, amounts, 
and/or methods of payment. In some 
cases, only the names remain the same. 
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receive a $370 heating credit if their 
‘tincome’’ fell below a certain level. 

This year under the auspices of the 
Department of Social Services the Low 
Income Assistance Program (LIAP) will 
have a few changes. These changes are 
adding further to the confusion because 
local offices are not yet fully informed as 
to how much they will be handling, 
guidelines, and the amount of money 
available. 

The Emergency Needs Program is 
another assistance program being 
handled by social services and the 
Department of Human Services wil! 
‘probably’ be handling the Emergency 
Energy Assistance program. 

If you have a question as to whether 
or not you are eligible for assistance, or 
if you need assistance now, contact 
either the Department of Human 
Services in Petoskey or the Depart- 
ment of Social Services in Charlevoix. 

Both these agencies have employees 
who ate available to answer questions, 
just as soon as the answers get fully 
resolved and sift down from the main 
offices in Lansing. 

LIAP includes three segments and 
those and the other programs avail- 
able are discussed below, to the extent 
that answers are currently available. 


TAX CREDIT 
_ The first segment, which provides the 
slowest assistance, is the tax credit. 
According to Bonnie Warden, assis-

that there was one program where 
checks were sent to elderly living in 
retirement homes to assist with their 
heat.

In an 
attempt to get ‘“‘off the hook’’ the 
nameless employee said, *'The govern- 
ment then suggested that those who 
received checks and didn’t need them 
for heat, either use them for warm 
clothing or send the checks back.”

BOYNE FALLS - If you have driven 
through Boyne Falls in the last few 
months, it's a pretty safe bet that you 
have seen the giant wood pile that faces 
the intersection of M-75 and Hwy.

HEATING ALLOWANCE SUBSIDY 

This segment is already in force and 
is for those people who are receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children (ADC) or 
General Assistance (GA) grants. These 
people should have already received an 
increase in their heating allowance. 
This increase is based on the inflation 
rate and occurs each year about this 
time. 


SUPPLEMENTAL FUEL 
COST PAYMENTS 
This segment will provide the extra 
help needed for many families. Warden 
explained that. providing the state is 


Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
workers have been cutting wood in the 
Chandler Hill area near Boyne Falls 
since last April. And, according to Art 
Seger. forest project supervisor, the 
wood-cutting project will continue all 
year. 

The wood project includes on-site 
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able to come up with the money, anyone 
who is receiving ADC or GA funds 
would receive a lump sum ‘energy 
draft.’’ 

This draft will be over and above the 
heating allowance subsidy and would 
then be sent by the recipient to the fuel 
company. Individuals whose rent in- 
cludes heat would receive a direct 
payment. 

Most of the above programs are being 
handled by the Department of Social 
Services directly out of Lansing. 

EMERGENCY NEEDS PROGRAM 

The Charlevoix County Department 
of Social Services is handling the 
Emergency Needs Program. This is a 
year around program to aid those who 
suddenly find themselves in a position 
of having their heat cut off. 

Warden explained, ‘‘Last year we 
received new guidelines -for this 
program during the winter and that 
would then put it under LIAP, but until 
we receive new guidelines, this 
program is separate and is based on 
income and property.”’ 

“The income is around poverty 
Jevel—don’t ask what that is. We take 
each case on an individual basis and 
have to consider all the facts, size of 
family, income, property, and the 
seriousness of the need,’’ Warden con- 
tinued. 

This program is not for one time only, 
Warden explained. It could be that 
someone. might receive aid more than 
once 
someone is in danger of having their 
heat shut off, they should contact the 
Department of Social Services in their 
county for information. 

EMERGENCY ENERGY 
ASSISTANCE 

This program will probably be 
handled by the Department of Human 
Services. Bill Knapp of the Petoskey 
office, which covers a 10-county area, 
explained that while last year’s reci- 
pients were given a heat credit of $370, 
that will probably not be the case this 
year. 

‘Tt will be a one-time only situa- 
tion this year and we don't have a set 
amount,"’ said Knapp. He went on to 
explain that he is still waiting for the 
specifics of the program to filter down,

Seger. says, ‘‘A CETA worker is 
eligible to stay with the program for 18 
months. The three phases of the project 
include forestry teaching, job training 


and attempting to get people ready for . 
employment outside the program.”

The name 
of the merged S&L has not yet been 
decided, 

Lakewood has been operating in 
Boyne City for just four months. 

Kentwood is a five-year-old savings

commissioner by virtue of winning the 
Republican primary in District 5. 

In other voting, Charlevoix County 
residents followed regional and state 
trends for President, Congressman, 
State Representative and the seven 
state ballot proposals. 

Ronald Reagan, who defeated Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter in Michigan on his 
way to a national victory, also won in 
Charlevoix County. He was beating 
Carter 2,201 to 1,584 with half the 
precincts counted. 

Incumbent Congressman Robert 
Davis and incumbent state representa- 
tive Ralph Ostling and Steve Andrews 
also won easily in Charlevoix County 
and throughout their districts. 

All seven state ballot proposals were 
losing by substantial margins statewide 
and countywide.

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Don't let state aid cuts hurt 
Boyne Community Education 


Recent state budget cuts have 
moved the Boyne City School District 
out of the state aid formula, which 

“could hurt the focal Community 
Education program. 


Last year, the Community 


Education program received $23,000 
in state aid to help finance its 
$59,000 budget. Another $22,000 in 


revenue came from other state and 
federal sources plus class fees, 
leaving only about $13,000 or 22 
percent of the program's budget to 
be paid from loca! tax revenue. 
With the loss of $23,000 in state 
aid, however, we're afraid that the 
program might be eliminated in 
some future year because it would be 
an ‘‘easy’’ cut tep make. The current 
school board and administration 
seem to be supportive of Community 
Education, and we hope that feeling 
is maintained. We think a case can 
and should be made for keeping 
Community Education whether it is 
reimbursed by state aid or not. 
Community Education provides 
two main. types of service—high 
school completion classes for adults 


and enrichment classes and recrea- 
tion activities for al] ages. 

Things like enrichment classes, 
recreation programs and craft shows 
aren't really necessities, but they 
generally pay for themselves. What 
Community Education provides is a 
way to Organize these types of things 
and a supervised building in which to 
have them.

Opening up our school buildings 
for an extra 20 hours a week for use 
of the people who paid for them is, 
we think, a worthwhile endeavor. 

The high school completion 
programs are probably the most 
crucial and certainly the most expen- 
sive to administer. By nature, these 
classes must be small and special- 
ized because they are often serving 
adults who had difficulty finishing 
school the first time around. 

Because these classes are more 
expensive, we think it is unfortunate 
and unfair that the tocal school 
district does not receive state aid for 
providing such services. We hope

our local school officials point out 
these inequities—which could’ 
threaten the future of the program-- 
to our state representatives. 


After all, if Community Educa- 
tion programs, which provide job 
skills and social skills are eliminated, 
then some other state program will 
probably have to carry an increased 
burden of providing those skills in 
future years. 


Other avenues might also be 
explored. In some parts of the state, 
Community Education programs 
which have Jost their state aid have 
formed consortiums with neighbor- 
ing districts which have not lost state 
aid. Although this seems to be a 
roundabout way of handling the 
problem, it would at least provide a 
means of gaining state aid for a 
program which truly deserves it. . 

In any event, we urge the school 
board and administration to take a 
good look at their options concerning 
Community Education in the coming 
year with the goal of perpetuating 
what we feel is an important function 
of the school system.

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Precious Topaz 


Precious topaz is the birthstone for November. Unfortunately, it 
has suffered from much confusion over the years as to which 
material] is actually correctly called topaz or precious topaz. Citrine 
quartz has often been called topaz or citrine topaz, but these terms 
are incorrect. Except for sometimes having a similar yellow color, 
citrine is an entirely different material and is correctly called simply 


The materia! we use today as topaz is an aluminum fluosilicate 
which comes in numerous colors—sherry, pink, reddish, pale wine 
yellow, yellowish to orange. blue, and colorless. Heat treatment is 
sometimes used to convert some pale yellow or brown stones to a 
good pink or a blue resembling that of aquamarine, Topaz has a 
good hardness of 8 but unfortunately cleaves fairly easily, so care 
must be exercised in setting and use. 

One of the largest topaz crystals was found in Brazil and was over 
600 pounds! It can be seen at the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York. Besides the most important deposits in Minas 
Gerais in Brazil, various varieties are found in the U.S., Ceylon, 
Its ready availability worldwide has 
helped to keep its price affordable.

When micro-computers came on the 
market, Parsons bought one to study its 
possibilities. He also went to Minne- 
sota to school one summer on a 
scholarship for a course in computer 
programming. 

He took the idea of having compu- 
ters in school to the Lions Club and to 
the schoo] board. Between them they 
provided $3,500 for the 16K and the 
32K which sit like small TV sets at the 
side of the room, and where, almost 
incessantly, students are tapping away 
at the typewriter keyboards which tell 
the machines what to compute. 

Other schools have contacted Parsons 
to check out the value of his program, 

Valuable? Glen Irwin, the guidance 
counselor, whips out pages and pages of 
large, boxed want ads in urban 
newspapers asking for computer opera- 
tors and programmers. 

The 12,000 or so college graduates in 
computer science have $5,000 job open- 
ings waiting for them this year, accord- 
ing to College Placement Council. 

Irwin adds that a friend of his, 
visiting Harvard University, saw 
students there doing their assignments 
On computers in a room banked with 
them. 

‘‘Anyone can run one,’’ says Parsons, 
but he asks one year of algebra for a 
prerequisite for his course. Not that his 
students can walk right into a job at the 
end of one course. But they’re on their 
way, and their skills won’t be out- 
dated even though the machines 
themselves are constantly improving. 

So how to get Parsons’ two more 
computers? Everyone, he notes, hears 
of some school need that should be 
filled from sports to history. Still, he 
says he is offering his time to teach six 
hours of computer programming free to 
anyone who contributes $25 toward the 
new machines. The hours can be broken 
into two- or three-hour sessions. 

_ Parsons is serious, ‘‘I don’t think | 
would be doing my job if I didn’t try 
some way (to get more computers).”’

New EJ grist mill 
may get tax break 


EAST. JORDAN - The steel tower 
soon to rise in the city will not be a 
condominium, but storage bins and 
distributor pipes for East Jordan Co- 
operative’s new grist mill. 

The co-op has applied for a tax 


; increase exemption under the Industrial . 


Facilities Tax Act. This would give the 
company 12 years of abdut 50 percent 
lower taxes on the new grist mill, 

The cost of new construction and used 
equipment to be moved into the new 
mill comes to $297,000. 

A hearing Nov. 4 was to establish the 
required . industrial development 
district. A second hearing will be for 
city council approval or refusal of the 
tax relief application. 

Located near co-op warehouses on 
Mill Street, the new structure will 


replace the 90-year-old mill near the 


lake and now owned by East Jordan Iron 
Works. 

Following zoning approval, con- 
struction began in August and will be 


completed by February 1981.

necessary for the 40x80 foot mill . 


building and the 70-foot elevator. 

According to mill manager Al Rich, 
the new steel structure will house a 100 
percent-improved dust collection 
system. New explosion-proof motors 
and a safer electrical system will make 
operation more efficient and better 
environmentally: 

‘The least expensive way to store 
and handle grains is using gravity,'’ 
co-op general manager Robert Allen 
explained. The elevator will handle 
corn, Oats, wheat, and soybean meal 
and, through the selector system, will 
mix grains and add nutritional products 
like molasses. 

Allen said, with bins strategically 
higher than the trucks they will fill, 
grain will no longer have to be moved by 
expensive, motor-driven augers.

They 
would arrive in the early morning and 
stay off and on through the day. 

1 asked Betty if she used a shanty in 
the winter and she said, ‘‘No. I like to 
be out where things are happening and I 
like to move around a lot.

EAST JORDAN—Tough practice, 
good athletes and a dedicated coaching 


- staff. 


Those are the main fupceditrite for a 
winning football program, says Red 
Devil head coach Frank Holes. 

He should know. His East Jordan 
team just won its third consecutive Ski 
Valley League title. In three vears here, 
Holes’ teams have won 24 times and 
and lost just twice. 

Except for an early season loss to 
playoff-bound Houghton Lake. the 
Devils would have been perfect this 
year. They finished 8-1 overal] and 7-0 
in the league. 

How does he win consistently? 

‘‘Number one, you've got to have 
good athletes.'’ Holes said. ‘‘And 
you've got to have athletes who will 
sacrifice for the team. They'll go home 
early from a dance at 10 o’clock because 
they have a game the next day. They'll 
practice on hot summer days'and put up 
with anything you tell them to do.” 

“We've got good athletes here, not 
just football players. They are dedicated 
and they make sacrifices. We practice 
harder than any team around. We 
hardly ever give them a day off.’ 

In those practices. Holes stresses 


formula: Tough prac 
good athletes, dedicated coaches 


fundamentals. 
mistakes and get called for very few 
penalties. 


Holes uses the same offense that his; 


team used at Bay City Centrel.when he 


went to high school there. ‘They won — 


five state championships in 26 years 
with this offense.”" 

*'They call it the Stone Age Offense," 
Holes said. laughing. ‘‘It's run left, run 
right and run it up the middle. It’s the 
same offense Cheboygan uses.”’ 

"It looks simple. but there is a lot of 
ball faking—two or three fakes in every 
play—and the guards are pulling out to 
lead the blocking on every play." 

The junior varsity coaches run the 
same program we run, and,that helps a 
lot. too. The kids know what they're 
doing by the time they get to the 
varsity," 

The coaching staff is another reason 
East Jordan has been a consistent 
winner, he said. Assistants Ted Jeffery. 
Buck Cihak and Jim Wodzinski have all 
plaved and coached football for a 
number of years. he said. 

‘Some schools our size might only 
have one coach who knows anything 
about football. My staff really knows 
what they're doing. and they put in a lot 


‘We did nothing different’ but

BOYNE CITY - *'A lot of people have 
asked me what | did to turn it around,” 
said Coach Bob McCullough, who just 
campleted Boyne City’s best season 


since 1968. 


“But we didn't really do anything 
different this vear than we did last 
year.’ he said. This year the Ramblers 
finished 7-2. while last vear they were 
0-9. 

The big difference, he said. was that 
the Ramblers had more depth this year. 
“If we dost a plaver, we had another guy 
who could step in and do the job.”" 

“We also probably had a lot more 
crihusiasm this vear, and we had a few 
more kids who really cared." 

“From the first day we went out fo 
practice this. vear, we talked about 
enthusiasm and togetherness. And as it 
turned out, we still had a very close 
hallclub at the end,’’ McCullough said. 

“We were very tight. On Tuesday 


nights we got together at my house to 
watch game films and eat popcorn. 
When you've got a winning team, you 
can require those kinds of things on 
Tuesday nights. 

“Winning breeds winning, and I'd 
like to think we're going to win some 
more in future years." 

It is particularly gratifying for the 
Ramblers to win seven of nine games 
when they are playing nearly every 
game against schools with larger en- 
rollments. 

“It's like playing the Rose Bow] every 
week,’ McCullough said. ‘Our school’ 
and St. [Ignace are at the bottom of the 
pack—we both have about [50 students 
less than alt the other schools in our 
conference.”' 

“Allin all. we were real happy with 
the season, *he said, *'The kids worked 
real hard and they played real well 
except for one game. and a lot of that
